SCIENCE COMMITTEE 


The Science Committee has received from its visitors 
reports on the work done by the Association’s scholars 
and grantees for 1931-2, together with statements by the 
scholars and grantees themselves. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 

Dr. E. C. WARNER, who has held the Ernest Hart Scholar- 
ship for two years, has continued his work on rheumatic 
disease and chorea in children, and the Association’s visitor, 
Professor G. E. Gask, is satisfied that the work he has done 
is of a high standard. Dr. Warner expects to complete a 
full report within the next few months, but he has submitted 
the following interim statement. 


The studies in the diet of thirty rheumatic families have 
been compared with those in an equal number of non- 
rheumatic families of the same social status, and (with the 
help of Dr. Winterton) various points, such as the likes and 
dislikes of the children, and their physical characters, have 
been compared. ‘To make this dietetic study of greater value 
an inquiry is being commenced, with the help of Miss Clark, 
into the distribution of the food within a small number of the 
more reliable families, to see what proportion is consumed by 
the children. Also, the results are to be compared with the 
diet in residential schools which accommodate children of the 
same social class, but in which rheumatic disease is rarely 
met. This work is mostly drawing to a completion, and it is 
hoped that the results will be ‘published in five to six months’ 
time. 

A group of rheumatic children at the Miller General 
Hospital have been treated with regular doses of radiostoleum 
and small doses of calcium salts over a period of two and a 
half years, and it has been found that, although the number 
of rheumatic relapses is rather diminished as compared with a 
control group without medicines, the incidence of carditis and 
the general condition of the children as judged by their weight 
have been the same in the two groups. The dose used has 
been 1/2 drachm daily over a period of a year or more. It 
may be that the dose used has been insufficient, as although 
it contains vitamin A and vitamin D in considerable amounts, 
it has been found that in a group of fifteen children the 
average blood calcium has not risen at all. If the expense 
can be met, it is proposed to repeat the experiment using an 
increased dose of radiostoleum. 

The blood calcium, inorganic phosphate, and especially the 
blood phosphatase are being studied in the more acute stages 
of chorea. A preliminary report on these studies is incorpor- 
ated in the Proceedings of the Royal Society of Medicine. 

With Dr. A. C. Hampson, studies have been made in pro- 
gressive muscular atrophy, in Werdnig-Hoffmann’s atrophy, in 
a case of Schilder’s disease, and in progressive muscular 
dystrophy, and the results have been recorded in the 
Proceedings of the Royal Society of Medicine, 1932. 


Dr. J. F. Brock has been conducting a research into the 
normal and morbid anatomy of the parathyroids under the 
direction of Professor H. M. Turnbull at the Institute of 
Pathology, London Hospital. Professor Gask reports that 
the investigation has not yet proceeded very far, but that it 
is being carried out on sound lines and is likely to be pro- 
ductive if allowed to continue. Dr. Brock has forwarded the 
following statement. 

The research may be divided under three heads: 


Normal Position, Numbers, Size, and Weight of Human 
Parathyroid Glands 

1. The position of the parathyroid glands in relation to 
other structures has been noted in ninety routine necropsies, 
and search has been made for accessory parathyroids. Con- 
siderable variation in position has been found, but not beyond 
the limits described by Welsh. Accessory glands have been 
found in few cases. Very considerable variation in size and 
weight has been observed in cases which show no post-mortem 
evidence of skeletal disease. Bone sections have been taken 
from the cases showing extremes of size, and these are to be 
examined. Where possible, the blood chemistry is investigated 
before death. The work suggests that the standard of hyper- 
plasia previously accepted on considerations of size and weight 
may be fallacious. 


Histology of the Parathyroid Glands 

2. All structures taken at necropsy to be parathyroid 
glands have been examined microscopically, in order, first, to 
confirm the nature of the tissue, and, secondly, to study the 
histology of the glands. Very marked variations have been 
found in the arrangement of the cells and the relative propor- 
tions of the three types of cells described by Erdheim (and 
more fully by Turnbull), and in the occurrence of colloid. 
The relative numbers of the different types of cell are being 
studied in connexion with the various general conditions 
found at necropsy in order to determine, if possible, what 
relation they have to function, and whether any histological 
standard of hyperplasia or hypoplasia can be found. The 
normal age variations are also being studied. 


Condition of Parathyroid Glands in Bone Diseases 
3. Part of the investigation was to study the condition of 
the parathyroid glands in various diseases of bone. The 
number of necropsies in the London Hospital upon subjects 
suffering from bone disease has been so small that steps have 
been taken to obtain such material from other hospitals. 


Dr. N. F. C. Burcess has been studying allergy in diseases 
of the skin with. special reference to autohaemotherapy and 
the mechanism underlying its action. He is not yet able to 
forward a finished paper, but he communicated the results of 
some of his researches to the Section of Dermatology at the 
Centenary Meeting in July. Dr. Carey Coombs, the Asso- 
ciation’s visitor, reports that Dr. Burgess has some valuable 
ideas, and that his application of them seems thoroughly 
sound. The principle on which Dr. Burgess is working is 
that of identifying, if possible, the nature of the substance 
responsible for allergic reactions in diseases of the skin.

Dr. D. E. DeNny-Brown has been investigating the patho- 
logy of peripheral and central nephritis. Professor Gask con- 
siders that he has the ability and the opportunity to produce 
a good piece of work, and that the following interim report, 
which Dr. Denny-Brown has submitted, indicates very fairly 
the work he has done. 


It seemed to me at the outset that the essential point of 
attack on the problem of the pathology of peripheral neuritis 
was the examination of the axis cylinders in different parts 
of the peripheral nerves, in order to gather information 
especially as to the distribution of the lesions in the nerves 
and the mode of attack on the axis cylinder. 

The usual staining methods for the axis cylinders of nerves 
have developed especially for use with absolutely fresh 
animal tissues. There exists no method for use with post- 
mortem material except the usual Bielchowsky method, which 
is very capricious in its results on these tissues. Considerable 
time has therefore been spent in perfecting a modification of 
the method originally introduced by Gross, and I am now 
obtaining relatively certain staining of axis cylinders in any 
post-mortem tissue fixed in the ordinary way in formalin. 
I have already sectioned the material from five cases and have 
a number of observations, particularly on polyneuritis of the. 
infective type showing the mode in which mononuclear in- 
filtrations affect the terminal branches of the nerves, especially 
the muscular nerve, in this disease. There is an early dis- 
integration of the axis cylinders just proximal to the nerve 
endings, and also an oedema of the perineural spaces spreading 
rapidly up the nerve trunks. These observations provide an 
explanation for the clinical observation of early isolated loss 
of proprioceptive sensation and muscle power. I think I have 
sufficient material for at least one account of original work 
for publication later in the year. I can find in the literature 
no previous systematic investigation of these diseases, and 
knowledge of the axis cylinder changes in any part of the 
nerves is very scanty. 


RESEARCH GRANTS 

Dr. I. MuenpeE has been conducting investigations into the 
eczematous state. Professor Gask reports that this grantee 
appears to be trying to elucidate the causation of eczema, and 
has endeavoured to extract toxins from various moulds with 
the idea of injecting them into patients and observing if they 
are sensitive to them. So far the results have been negative, 
but Dr. Muende proposes to go on with his work and thinks 
he may publish something later. 

Dr. Roy M. Srewart has been studying a series of fifty 
brains from mental defectives whose mental ratios had been 
accurately determined during life. The work has included 
accurate measurements of the laminae in certain cortical areas 
and an enumeration of neurones in these regions ; he has also 
been measuring a cross-section of the corpus callosum of each 
brain in order to obtain some idea of the richness of associa- 
tion fibres. In this way it is hoped to determine what corre- 
lation, if any, exists between varying grades of intelligence 
and pathological changes in the brain. The Association’s 
visitor, Dr. J. E. Greenfield, states that the object of the 
research is a very important one, and he is satisfied that the 
investigation has been planned on sound lines and that a 
considerable amount of work has now been done on it. 

Dr. Stewart has supplied the following interim report. 


The work consists in a systematic examination of the brains 
of defectives, with the aim of obtaining a more precise know- 
ledge regarding the physical factors underlying intelligence. 
For this purpose a Jarge number of defectives’ brains have 
been collected, together with normals to act as controls at the 
upper end of the intelligence scale. This series has been 
tested and assessed for intelligence, and runs from zero in- 
telligence to the normal. It is proposed to study the series 
by making measurements from various points of view in 
order to find just which parts seem to be associated with 
intelligence and which parts are not so associated. 

In spite of the fact that much has been written on the 
brains of defectives, little is known, for since Hammarberg, 
Bolton, and Tredgold did their work over twenty years ago 
practically nothing has been done either to check their work 
or to extend it. Hammarberg and Tredgold considered in- 
telligence to be a function of the size and condition of the 
nerve cells, while Bolton thought it depended on the thickness 
of the supragranular layer of the cerebral cortex. The neces- 
sity for checking applies particularly to Bolton’s work, since 
his views on defectives are based on only four cases, and 
though the whole plan was essentially statistical, yet no statis- 
tical analysis was used, and the significance of the findings 
remains undecided. Since the two views given above are 
practically the only ones in the field, it is clear that a first 


point in the research must be to re-examine the material fro, 
these points of view. We are therefore repeating Bolt Py 
work with the following modifications: (a) using many ma 
cases ; (b) using a more precise method of assessing intel 
gence ; (c) submitting the general subject of technique to : 
thorough examination ; (d) using exact statistical methods 
(correlations, regressions, etc.) to analyse and assess the 
results. 

The first step was to examine the possible techniques fy 
measuring cortical thickness. One method has been found 
to be sound. It has been tested out thoroughly ; the errors 
at every step have been measured, and it is now known 
exactly what it will and what it will not do. We are noy 
engaged on the actual measurements. In addition to the 
thickness of the layers of the cerebral cortex, we are also 
measuring the thickness of the layers of the cerebellar cortex 
As far as we are aware this has never been attempted before. 
and the results should be of interest. It was found that 
owing to the peculiar geometrical arrangement of the layer, 
the methods used for the cerebral cortex could not be used 
here. New methods have been devised and have been 
thoroughly tested. We are now engaged on the actual 
measurements. 

We are also extending the investigation to include other 
parts of the brain. These are at present under consideration, 
We hope to include such features as cell richness, cellular 
abnormalities, etc. We are also examining the brains from 
the chemical point of view. 


Dr. F. B. Parsons has been investigating the effect of 
tribromethyl alcohol upon the livers of certain animals, 
Professor E. D. Adrian, the Association’s visitor, states that 
his results, though negative, are of considerable value as they 
show that avertin has not the toxicity to the liver which 
seemed probable from earlier work. 

Dr. S. E. F. GoopinG has been conducting a research into 
the action of radon on isolated organs and an experimental 
investigation into acute pulmonary ocdema. Dr. Gooding 
states that his research concerning the action of radon ceased 
in May last year, and that part of the fruit of that research 
was embodied in a paper to the Journal of Pharmacology and 
Experimental Therapeutics in March, 1932. His work on 
acute pulmonary oedema, which it was intended should be 
published conjointly with the late Professor W. E. Dixon, has 
not yet gone to press. 

Dr. A. R. D. Pattison has completed his experimental 
study of the absorptive capacity of the peritoneum and its 
alterations in response to disease, with special reference to 
gastric and intestinal perforations. 

Dr. Percy Stocks has completed his statistical analysis of 
the notification records of five London boroughs in regard to 
the ‘‘ mechanism ’’ of epidemics of measles, and some other 
infectious diseases. Dr. Stocks has already published ‘‘ Some 
observations on the control of measles epidemics ’’ (British 
Medical Journal, November 28th, 1931), and Professor Gask 
reports that he has prepared a more extensive paper on the 
epidemiology of whooping-cough in London, which will be 
published shortly, probably in the Quarteriy Journal of 
Medicine. This investigation shows that epidemics of whoop- 
ing-cough have a periodicity of roughly two years ; also that 
the infectiousness of the disease, is higher at the beginning of 
the epidemic, and then falls off during the epidemic—that is 
to say, immunity against whooping-cough appears to be 
acquired for a short period, say a year, and then to be lost. 
Another paper is being prepared on similar lines on variola 
minor. 

Dr. James Wuriis’s research into the anatomy and physio- 
logy of the oesophagus has been interrupted during the last 
two terms owing to pressure of his duties as lecturer and 
demonstrator of anatomy at tle University of Durham. The 
Association’s visitor, Professc.1 T. Beattie, reports as follows: 

The following work has been performed on rabbits and cats 
relating to the musculature of the lower end of the oesophagus: 
section of the spinal cord (lower thoracic and lumbar regions), 
section of the vagi, infiltration of tissues around the lower 
end of the oesophagus with local anaesthetics (for the purpose 
of demonstrating the absence of any cardiac sphincter in cats 
and man, although admitting its presence in rabbits). Section 
of the vagi in the rabbit is followed by spasm of the ana- 
tomical sphincter demonstrable at the cardia. Such spasm 
lasted, under experimental conditions, as long as the animal 
was under observation—a maximum period of ninety minutes. 
The spasm is abolished by infiltration of the tissues around 
the cardia with a local anaesthetic, and by destruction of the 
lower thoracic and upper lumbar segments of the cord. There 
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difficulties in the performance of laminectomy in animals, 
and there are possible fallacies concerning the effect of hista- 
mine shock which require further investigation. The number 
of experiments concerning these points has been too few 

speak with conviction, and there is need for confirmation 
py further research. The investigation of cases of phrenic 
avulsion in man shows that after phrenic avulsion following 
the stage of see-saw diaphragm when the left cupola has 
pecome immobile, there is some hesitation in the passage of 
barium in the oesophagus consequent, it is presumed, upon 
kinking of the oesophagus resulting from deformity of the 
diaphragm Further experimental investigation is suggested 
upon the effects of histamine and ergotoxine injections, spinal 
anaesthesia, anaesthesia of the coeliac plexus, and pericardial 
jnfiltration anaesthesia in rabbits ; upon the effects of the 
Jast two and ergotoxine injections in cats ; while in man it is 
intended to .make further observations on the effects of 
hrenic avulsion, and, if possible, observations in cases of 
progressive bulbar paralysis. 


Dr. ARNOLD SorsBy has completed his experimental study 
into the effects on the nutrition of the retina caused by changes 
produced in the vessel wall and lumen. Professor Gask reports 
that Dr. Sorsby tried to introduce arteriosclerosis in the 
retinal vessels of rabbits, in order to see whether this disease 
produced nutritional changes. The method employed was 
feeding rabbits with cholesterol and a high protein diet and 
ephedrine. Sufficient time was allowed for the changes to 
appear, but none did so: his attempt to induce arterio- 
sclerosis has failed. Dr. Sorsby has submitted the following 
statement. 


Feeding experiments with cholesterol produced no ophthal- 
moscopically observable arteriosclerosis in rabbits during the 
whole period (October, 1930—April, 1932). The results were 
likewise negative when the cholesterol was combined with high 
protein diet and the ingestion of ephedrine. Microscopically, 
evidence of ocular arteriosclerosis was also lacking. Arterio- 
sclerosis in the aorta and bigger systemic vessels was present 
in all rabbits fed for more than four months on cholesterol 
with or without the adjuvants. In one case, fed for nine 
months, the arteriosclerosis was extremely intense. EExamina- 
tion with staining reactions and polariscope showed it to con- 
sist of infiltration of cholesterol into the retina with reactive 
changes. Attempts to induce changes simulating albuminuric 
retinitis had to be given up owing to the failure to induce 
the preliminary condition—retinal arteriosclerosis. One last 
step in these observations is being carried out now: to deter- 
mine whether cholesterol is deposited in the ocular vessels. 


Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


Mipianp BRANCH 
The annual meeting of the Midland Branch was held at the 
Royal Infirmary, Leicester, on June 28th. Members were 
first invited by the president to luncheon at the Grand Hotel. 
The following report of the Branch Council was adopted: 

At the last annual meeting of the Branch the question of 
an alteration in the Branch area was under consideration. 
The Central Organization Committee decided to form a new 
Derbyshire Branch, comprising the four Derbyshire Divisions, 
and, as it had been previously decided that the three Lincoln- 
shire Divisions should form a new Lincolnshire Branch, this 
left the Leicester and Nottingham Divisions only in the 
original Midland Branch. ‘These alterations came into effect 
on January Ist, 1932. The first meeting of the new Branch, 
at which officers were appointed and rules of organization and 
ethical rules were adopted, was held on January 26th at 
Nottingham. It was resolved at this meeting that the annual 
meeting should be held alternately in Leicester and 
Nottingham. 

During the year the Branch had sustained a serious loss by 
the death of Dr. Wallace Henry. He had been secretary of 
the Leicester Division for nineteen years, a member and 
chairman of the Representative Body, and a member of the 
Central Council, and had devoted himself untiringly to the 
work of the Association. 

The Branch Council felt that a most important matter 
under consideration at the present time was the question of 
the future development of hospital services and the co- 
operation between municipal and voluntary hospitals. It 
therefore welcomed the suggestion of the president that the 
first meeting should take the form of a discussion on hospital 
services. The B.M.A. hospital policy had become a question 
of paramount importance, and the Council considered that 
much would be gained by close, co-operation between the two 
Divisions now forming the Branch. 


A discussion took place on hospital services. This was 
opened by Mr. CuMBERLIDGE and Dr. AsTLEY CLARKE.
